Dublin. — According to the 
Provisional constitution of the 
Irish: republic now before the

St. Catherines, Ont. — “We were 
fighting, not the Hohenzollerns alone, 
although they were leading, but we 
were fighting the German people, im- 
pregnated with the doctrine of world 
domination,” declared W. H. Taft, 
former United States president, in a 
lecture here. “A surgical operation 
was needed, not by a sharp instru- 
ment, but a club, This we have done, 
and we must hold that club for fur- 
ther application if necessary, in case 
it should later develop that a radical 
cure has not been effected.” 


Mr. Taft declared that, “If we are 
to clinch our purposes in the war, a 
league of nations is necessary.” A 
movement is on foot to open a series 
of conv€tntions to educate the Ameri- 
can people to the need of such a 
league by the holding of nine con- 
ventions in as many cities in various 
sections ef that country in February, 
and he had decided to try it on Can- 
ada first. 

Second Revolt in Two Weeks 

Washington. — The present revo- 
lution in Portugal, secking to restore 
the monarchy, is the second movye- 
ment within two weeks, it was learn- 
ed at the state department. Informa- 
tion reaching the department shows 
that this outbreak, about ten days 
ago, was suppressed by the govern- 
ment and that several of the leaders 
are still in jail. 


Survey Aerial Route 
Melbourne. — It is announced that 
the commonwealth government _ has 
sanctioned the formation of a com- 
pany to survey an aerial route  be- 
tween Australia and the Far East. 


Coal Miners Strike 


Yorkshire Coal. Field Prob- 
ably Will Be Idle 


London, Industrial unrest 
throughout the United Kingdom is on 
the increase. In addition to the 
threatened railway strike the whole 
Yorkshire coal field probably will be 
idle, throwing 150,000 men out of 
employment, while preparations are 
being made in Scotland for a general 
strike for a 40-hour week. 

The cause of the trouble in York-! 
shire is somewhat similar to that| 
which is occurring in other parts of 
the country. The operators there 
have locked out some 40,000 men whel 
insisted on taking twenty minutes of | 
the employers’ time for meals.* 

In reply to the lockout the York- 
shire miners’ association has declar-| 
ed a strike, The dispute in Lontamy 
between the engineers and their em- 
ployers has improved somewhat. 
Some of the employers have granted 
the demands of the engineering trade, 
but the electrical workers are now 
threatening to strike. 


Portuguese Are Concerned 
Over African Colonies 


Paris, — Portuguese circles in this 
city are greatly concerned over the 
situation in their country, They fear 
especially that their possessions in 
Africa, forming the third largest col- 
onial empire on that continent, may 
come into question and that some 
European state may point out that 
Portugal, being in a state of anarchy, _ 
is unfit to rule other peoples, 

The Portuguese hope that the del- 
egates attending the peace congress 
will realize the sacrifices sustained 
‘by Portugal, which they say were 
very great compared with the size 
of the country and its wealth, 

They say that Portugal asks “only 
to keep what she already possesses.” 

The official journal of the Lisbon 
government has promulgated a der 
cree inflicting heavy fines upon the 
districts of Oporto, Vizeau and Braga 
where the monarchists have been in 
control, The fines vary from $50,000 
to $100,000 for every day the districts 
remain in a state of rebellion.

Prairie Farmers’ Wool Sold at Sat- 
isfactory, Prices 


Though they will not receive so 
much as was at one time expected, 
farmers of Western Canada will re- 
celve very satisfactory prices for their 
wool. Heavy shipments from Aus- 
tralia caused some delay in disposing 
of the wool, and were also influential 
in keeping prices at a somewhat low- 
er level than indicated carlier in the 
season. However, at the prices ob- 
tained, farmers will be well remuner- 
ated for their efforts in sheep raising. 

Manitoba , farmers disposed of 
361,585 pounds of wool, which realiz- 
ed $208,000. This only refers to 
wool sold through the Wool Grow- 
ers’ Co-operative Society. It is under- 
stood that some farmers sold their 
wool privately earlier in the season. 

An average price of 6l1%c a pound | 
was paid for the wool marketed 
through the co-operated branch of 
the Saskatchewan department of ag- 
riculture. This branch handled 394,- 
000 pounds of wool for farmers in 
various parts of the province, remit 
ting them 45 cents a pound on reccipt 
of the wool. The balance will be for- 
warded to them at an carly date.

Will Voyage on 
Floating Ice Cake 


Five of Stefansson’s Followers At- 
tempt New Venture 
Viljalmar Stefansson has arrived in 
New York city after a long trip of 
polar exploration, He spent more than 
five years in the area, roughly, be- 
tween North Alaska and the Pole, 
during which he discovered several 
islands, including one about the size 
of Ireland, and disproved the exist- 
ence of another large island which 

had been placed on the maps. 


The most dramatic part of his 
work is now in progress, although 
Stefansson himseli was unable to 


pagticipate in it, 
ris new venture is the attempted 


voyaging of ‘five of his followers on 
a floating ice cake “over the top” of 
the earth from a point north of Alas- 
ka to a point two hundred miles north 
of the Karluk. At about latitude 73 
north, longitude 148 west he would 
camp on a cake of ice probably late 
in April and drift where the ice list- 
ed, taking continual soundings and 
frequent astronomical observations to 
plot our course carefully. It is im- 
possiblé*to carry on sledges food for 
that sort of a trip, but our work in 
the last five years has shown that 
carrying food to the Arctic is like 
carrying coals to Newcastle, 

“In pursuance of this scheme I 
spent the fall of 1917 in buying the 
best available dogs and in having 
eight good sledges made, with which 
1 intended to start in February from 
Cross island, on the north coast of 
Alaska, with an immediate objective 
two hundred miles to the north. Thés 
plan was well under way, when Jan- 
uary 9, 1918, I was taken with typhord 
fever. As this was in a severe form 
and followed by pneumonia, it soon 


became evident that 1 could not do} 


the work myself. 


“The task then fell to 
Storkersen, who would otherwise have 
been chief assistant on the 
With ten sledges and about 

s, he left Cross Island in early 
Mareh, After travelling about one 
hundred miles, he sent back his first 
support party. April 10 he was two 
hundred miles north of Alaska and 
was ready to send back his last sup- 
port party, 

“The report that Storkensen sent 
back indicates that he was going to 
travel another fifty or seventy miles 
farther north before finally selecting 
an ice cake to camp on, 

“Most of the ice in that region is 
many years old, thickened by being 
crushed and heaped up in ridges and 
cemented together again by the low 
temperatures. Some blocks are thirty 
to fifty feet thick. I would choose a 
cake about thirty feet in thickness 
and not more than half a mile or a

“After this polar bears would be- 
come the most freely obtainable food. 
N our past experience one cartridge 
has averaged us about 125 pounds 
of meat. As polar bears frequently 
weigh 1,000 pounds, Storkersen would 
be able to better considerably the 
meat gathering average of our am- 
munition, Each animal he kills will 
furnish as much blubber as it does 
meat, on the average, The seals fur- 
nish a little more blubber than meat 
and the polar bears a little more 
meat than blubber. By October, 
when winter really sets in, Storkersen 
probably had a-great many tons of 
meat and fuel, enough to last all 
winter, 


“If his course held true I imagine 
he would drift about two hundred 
miles a month at the start and a lit- 
tle slower later on, As soon as the 
cold justifies it, snow houses would 
be built and the party would live in 
comfort. I don’t see the party is in 
any great danger unless the ice in 
their immediate vicinity should break 
up during the dark period of winter. 
Should they be compelled to remove 
their camp from an ice cake that is 
breaking up to a more fortunate lo- 
cation nearby, they might in the pro- 
cess of moving, lose a considerable 
part of their supplies. This I do not 
think likely to occur, We fully real-
